THE quarantine restrictions placed last year on the 
export cattle and beef trade of the Argentine Republic 
on account of the foot and mouth disease in that coun- 
try, has resulted in a wonderful augmentation of Amer- 
ican cattle and beef exports. In 1899 exports of live 
cattle from this country were 389,490 head, against 
312,150 head from the Argentine Republic, and in 
1901 our exports were 459,218 head, the exports from 
the Argentine Republic having ceased. 








THE practical experiences of the United States 
with reciprocity are told by some figures and statements 
just complied by the Treasury Bureau of Statistics. 
There have been three distinct tests of reciprocity in 
the trade relations of the United States: (1) The 
reciprocity treaty with Canada, existing from 1854 to 
1866. (2) The reciprocity treaty with the Hawaiian 
government, existing from 1876 to the date of an- 
nexation, 1898. (3) The series of treaties framed un- 
der the McKinley tariff act of 1890, beginning with the 
treaty with Brazil, April 1, 1891; Dominican Republic, 
Aug. 1, 1891; Spain, for Cuba and Porto Rico, Sept. 
1, 1891; Germany, Feb. 1, 1892; United Kingdom, for 
the British West Indies and British Guiana, Feb. 1, 
1892; Nicaragua, April 15, 1892; Austria-Hungary, 
May 25, 1892; Honduras, May 25, 1892, and Guate- 
mala, May 30, 1892. 





Tne report of the first half year’s operation of the 
United States Steel Corporation, made public Oct. 2, 
is an evidence of sound and prosperous business condi- 
tions in our country. The decision of the managers 
of the great concern to take the public into their con- 
fidence regarding the company’s affairs was worthy of 
all praise. The Steel Corporation shows that in this 
first six months of its career, it has, after setting aside 
over $7,000,000 for sinking fund and maintenance, and 
paying all dividends and interest charges, over $12,000,- 
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000 remaining as surplus. No such statement was ever 
made before in the world’s history by an industrial 
company. ‘The company makes a statement of its net 
earnings for each month of the half year; and it is 
doubtful, perhaps, if the full effect of the recent strike 


appears in these current earnings. Making all allow- 
ances, however, the statement is a marvellous one. I 
must be apparent that this action on the part of the 
steel company constitutes a model that other like cor- 
porations must think more and more seriously of imi- 


tating. 


THe record of the foreign commerce of the United 
States during the eight months ending with August, 
1901, shows an increase in imports of $14,000,000, and 
an increase in exports of $23,000,000, comparing the 
eight months of the calendar year 1901 with the cor- 
responding eight months of 1900. The increase in im- 
ports is chiefly in coffee and diamonds. Coffee increased 
from $37,245,286 in the eight months of 1900 to $45, 
151,041 in the eight months of 1901, an increase of 
$7,905,755. Diamonds and other precious stones in- 
creased from $8,597,200 in the first eight months of 
1900 to $17,198,670 in the same months of 1900, an in- 
crease of $8,601,470. ‘Thus the total increase in imports 
is found in the two articles, coffee and diamonds. In 
manufacturers’ materials and manufactures ready for 
consumption the figures of 1901 are strikingly similar 
to those of 1900. Articles in a crude condition for use in 
manufacturing were, in the eight months of 1901, $198,- 
702,596, against $198,961,392 in the same months of 
1900 ; articles wholly or partially manufactured, for use 
in manufacturing, were, in the eight months of 1901, 
$54,795,758, against $55,994,569 in the same months of 
1900; and manufactures ready for consumption were, 
in the eight months of 1901, $89,850,126, as against 


$89,815,604 in the corresponding months of last year. 








Many merchants seem to think that a request for 
a statement of their financial condition when they 
have placed an order and are expecting it filled on 
credit, though they may not say so at the time, is a 
deadly insult and a slur on their responsibility and busi- 
ness integrity. Perhaps it is from their standpoint, 
knowing of their own good condition; but how is the 
creditor to know that until he has been informed, and 
generally the only reason why he is not is because the 
debtor has already refused to tell the agencies or any 
one else anything about himself, thereby leaving open 
only one course to the ereditor, that of asking for the 
information necessary to the extension of credit. It is 
not nearly such a blot on a man’s reputation to receive 
a request for such details as it is to get turned down, 
and frequently he would be if he did not put a little 
confidence in the creditor for the sake of the large 
amount of confidence he expects the creditor to place 
in him inreturn therefor. If the debtor cannot trust 
the creditor, with a little information, how can he ex- 
pect the creditor to trust him with his dollars, his 
capital and his whole success which depends upon the 
safe investment of his money in the form of merchan- 
dise. As a rule the people refusing statements are the 
ones not deserving of credit, but they never will be if 
they don’t try to establish it by honest dealings, if not 
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by financial responsibility, which in time will increase 
with honest efforts and endeavor. 


A. E. Outerbridge Jr., a leading 

Knglish mechanical expert, in a recent 

Machinery address in that country, gave utterance 
to some very important opinions on the 
all-absorbing topic of machinery and 


aud Man. 


man. 

Mr. Outerbridge took issue with those economists 
who hold that the extensive substitution of automatic 
machinery for hand labor, now evident in all trades, 
is of necessity more or less detrimental to the intel- 
lectual development of the wage earner, since the work 
which he is called upon to perform is reduced to the 
simplest routine operations involved in feeding a 
machine with raw material; that the monotony of his 
task is very depressing, and that the modern system 
of minute sub-division of labor develops a hopeless 
feeling in the mind of the operative, because he knows 
that there is little or no opportunity for him to become 
a skilled master of any trade through his daily work; 
that in the old days of the “apprenticeship system,” 
when boys were indentured to masters and taught the 
principles and practice of a trade, there was more 
incentive to ambition, and, consequently, a quicker 
intellectual growth of the young mind, and a keener 
desire on the part of the youth to become a thorough 
workman. 

Mr. Outerbridge takes flat issue with this view, 
holding that the elimination of exhausting manual 
labor by the substitution of powerful machinery for 
puny arms has emancipated labor in our day from its 
hardest tasks, and has given to the worker both inclina- 
tion and leisure for the development of his intellect in 
various ways that were impossible formerly. 

To sustain his position he quotes as follows: 

“Tt is not true, in point of fact, that the operator 
of a modern labor-saving machine is restricted to the 
mere feeding of the machine with raw material; he is 
encouraged and expected to do very much more than 
this in order to obtain the very best results. As an 
illustration, I may mention a case in point, where two 
men work side by side, tending duplicate machines. 
One man earns nearly twice the wages of the other, for 
the simple reason that he produces in ten hours nearly 
twice the quantity of finished material, made to stand- 
ard measurements, the permissible limits of variations 
being probably but a few thousandths of an inch. The 
difference in efliciency is in the men, not in the 
machines. 

“Tt is not merely the ability to turn out a maxi- 
mum amount of work from a modern machine that 
constitutes a skilled operative. No matter how nearly 
automatic the machine may be, it is subject to human 
guidance, and no matter how nearly perfect its con- 
struction, its work is still subject to final correction 
and control by the hand of the operator. I am satis- 
fied that in all trades where automatic machinery has 
heen extensively introduced for the purpose, it may be, 
of supplanting hand labor, the ultimate result has 
proved beneficial to the workers in raising the general 
average of intelligence and, furthermore, that it has 
inereased the opportunities for labor.”

Much injury has been and will 
be done by men of commercial acumen, but thoughtful 
of themselves or their individual circumstances only,

and apparently unconscious of the younger men who are 
almost treading upon their feet and waiting simply for 
a word of advice or encouragement to develop profound 
business tact and character. Instances are very numer- 
ous where successful business and even professional 
men have no offspring worthy to take their places when 
the time of retirement or separation comes; and this 
condition has been undoubtedly brought about in many 
instances by a failure on the part of the senior to con- 
sider the young men a part and parcel of his respon- 
sibility and create that atmosphere in his business sur- 
roundings or set aside a little time for substantial ad- 
vice and encouragement, which would have caused a 
flowering of the natural abilities that were simply with- 
ered. 

We have been passing through a crisis of change in 
commercial life and plans during the past few years, 
and “specializing” in every department appears to be 
the fundamental element of success. Not more than 
a decade ago it was not considered at all necessary for 
a young man to have beyond a common school educa- 
tion if he intended to take up a commercial life; but 











now it is very necessary that a young man should have 
gone through a period of close study so that the habits 
of application and attention may have been developed 
and a range of knowledge concentrated on the branch 
of business that he may have selected. 
ness man should continue his studies after entering 
upon the commercial life, and realize that he is facing 
‘strong conditions which must be met and overcome. 
The power of realizing a commercial character and suc- 
cess beyond the monetary feature, in any branch of 
business, depends more largely on these features of 
study and application, with a serious comprehension 
of what we are aiming to become, than even the genius 
with which nature may have endowed us. When a 
young man, upon entering business, manifests these at-

tractive qualities, he should be given the atmosphere in 
which they can alone be developed and used for the 
advantage of his seniors. It is hard to make men over, 
and we love to dwell on the ideal; but there is really 
nothing which should hurt us more than to see a fine 
effort wasted and contracted because there is no ap- 
preciative spirit; and it was simply looked upon as one 
of the daily cogs of the business to grind and grind, 
and at last wear out. Surely every firm in filling sub- 
ordinate positions should recognize the responsibilities 
surrounding them, and that it means just as much to 
develop a life as that the right side of the profit and 
loss account should be substantially increased by a 
proficient assistant. ‘The trouble many boys give and 
the numerous changes necessary are frequently very dis- 
couraging, and it looks as though the proper stuff is 
hard to get; but nevertheless very many of these boys 
have a good foundation away underneath the surface, 
and if they are given some advice ‘and caused to realize 
just what the business life means will sober and make 
splendid men. 





RANDOM SKETCHES.

FREDERICK FRALEY, whose death, in Philadelphia, 
in his ninety-eighth year, was announced in last week’s 
issue of this paper, was one of the last survivors of the 
Philadelphia citizens of the early days of the nine- 
teenth century, when the foundation of the subsequent 
commercial greatness of that city was laid. Mr. Fra- 
ley’s longevity affords conclusive proof that the hard- 
ware business does not necessarily undermine a man’s 
constitution. Mr. Fraley’s habits of life, as narrated 
in an article in the Public Ledger, of Philadelphia, 
which a kind friend in that city sends me, is an inter- 
esting study. The account of his diet is as follows: 

“He ate fruit at his breakfast all the year round; 
pears, apples, oranges and other fruits in their season. 
Then followed a bit of beefsteak, a chop or fish, kid- 
neys or bacon and scrambled eggs; but never more 
than one of these dishes at a meal. He laughingly told 
how he submitted to oatmeal discipline for some years 
because of its supposed relaxing qualities, but he long 
since discarded it. He was very fond of milk toast. 
Coffee twice a day, and strong coffee, was his beverage 
nearly all his life. A little claret or Rhine wine at 
dinner was a frequent, although not a daily, drink in 
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summer time; a glass of sherry with his soup in winter. 
He partook very sparingly of vegetables, although he 
was quite fond of purees, vegetable soup, especially a 
certain bisque of tomato, in which his cook excelled. 
Fried things? Oh, yes, he could digest a chicken 
croquette or a clam fritter, equally without uneasiness ; 
also salads—even'of lobster. A hot muffin this almost 
perfect digestion (up to ninety-five) disposed of as 
easily as an ‘Educator’ cracker. By his physician’s 
orders he took a very light repast before retiring, at 
half-past 10 o’clock. One finger or one and a half of 
old rye in a half-glass of ice water or apollinaris, with 
a biscuit or a bit of sweet cake. Occasionally he nib- 
bled, in lieu of the latter, at one of those Wiesbaden 
prunes, stuffed with a prune, where the pit is removed. 
Only one, for he was abstemious in sweets. In winter 
the American whisky was changed for Scotch or Irish, 
taken hot or cold, as he fancied.” 

Surely this regimen is at wide variance with that 
prescribed by the whole range of food faddists, ete. 
Perhaps it was not his diet which will be condemned 
by all anti-coffee, anti-liquor, anti-meat, anti-muffin 
and other reformers so much as his uniform cheerful- 
ness that resulted in his long life beyond the allotted 
three-score and ten.

same time retains the heat in the core by completely 
screening it when in use, from the air currents which 
so quickly chill the usual types of sad irons. A dead- 
air space between the upper surface of the core and 
hood materially supplements the non-conductive asbes- 
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tos lining. As the hood is never upon the core, save 
when the iron is being used, it cannot become heated 
and is readily kept perfectly clean and bright at all 
times. 

The handle is attached to a broad shield of sheet 
metal, which latter while firmly secured to the hood is 
so arranged that a wide air space intervenes between 
the upper surface of the hood and the under side of 
this shield. This construction, in connection with the 
insensible asbestos lining, entirely eliminates any pos- 
sibility of the handle becoming more than slightly 
warm. 

The locking device, which is made of a high-grade 
spring steel, is simple in construction, positive in its ac- 
tion and so firmly secures the hood to the core that it 
can only be detached by the operator.

A HOT WATER JUG. 








To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

{ am in receipt of a sketch from England which 
| thought might prove interesting to the multifarious 
readers of the tinshop. My correspondent informs me 
that it has recently been made there, and has been kind 
enough to make a crude sketch of it and forward to me 
for my benefit, he knowing my proclivities for anything 
new or out of the ordinary run in sheet metal goods. 
The perspective drawing enclosed exhibits a side eleva- 
tion of the completed utensil, and I think it will suffice 
for the majority of the fraternity, but for the benefit of 
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the younger artisans I will treat briefly as to the man- 
ner in which it is put together. 

The body is flaring, as illustration shows, the pat- 
tern for which being one of the simplest and one of 
the first things learned by the apprentice, so to dwell 
upon it would be superfluous other than to say that 
the attitude of same is 10 inches, the top diameter 
being 214 inches, while the bottom has a radius of ‘3 
inches or is 6 inches wide. When cutting the pattern 
allowances should be made for wiring the top with 
No. 14 Birmingham gauge wire and calculations should 
be borne in mind for a “lock seam” up the side of the 
hody. The bottom of the jug is secured to the body by 
a seam which is familiarly known as a “turn up” joint. 
The rim whose approximate circumference is 1844 
inches, has a “lap” or “soldered seam” and the bottom 
edge is wired with No. 7 or 8 wire. This being done, 
it is “clapped on” bottom and, to make its position per- 
manent, a little solder should be applied all around its 
edge. Now comes the lip or spout, which has also a 
“soldered” or “lap” seam and whose edge is wired :with 


No. 10 or 14 wire, while the handle is made of cylin- 
drical tube, bent to the required form and securely 
soldered, but in my opinion a flat handle wire with No. 
14 wire and riveted to the body would answer equally 
as well. | 
My informant closes by saying that the jug is 
enameled white inside, the outside being also enameled 
blue, or any other color that is preferable. I will now 
conclude by saying that I consider it a pretty pattern 
for a hot water jug and although I have not as yet 
made one myself, conclude doing so in a day or so, as 
warm water is very seasonable at this period in our 
changeable climate.

In every rural community there is a class of buy- 
ers who prefer to do their trading with the owner of the 
establishment visited. Whether it be a grocery, market, 
dry goods store, blacksmith shop or implement house, 
these buyers are not satisfied to deal with clerks and as- 
sistants, says the Farm Implement News.

Into these habits many 
country ‘merchants have fallen and they are continued 
at a heavy cost. 
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ASPHALT ROCK DEPOSIT IN KENTUCKY. 


Numerous deposits of asphalt rock of a character 
suitable for street paving have been discovered in the 
central part of Kentucky, says Construction News. The 
deposits are shortly to be worked on a practical scale. 
The asphalt rock has long been known to the natives as 
black rock, and occurs in ledges of sandstone in the 
upper formations of the high plains and hills. It con- 
sists of pure asphalt and white quartz sand, the per- 
centage of asphalt varying from 4 to 8 per cent. It is 
asserted in substantiation of the advantages of the rock 
that it is free from vegetable matter, clays and other im- 
purities, and does not require the addition of petrol- 
eum oils, sand, limestone, etc., to make a paving ma- 
terial. When simply crushed this rock has been laid 
as a pavement, but in this shape it is too soft for sum- 
mer use. Processes have been devised for treating the 
rock so as to obviate this natural softness.

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Trade Report. 


BRADSTREET’S ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 
TION: 


The editor of Bradstreets telegraphs us this ad- 
vance report on the iron and steel situation : 

Iron trade reports are the best of the year. Foun- 
dry and Bessemer pig iron are very active at Chicago 
and Pittsburg. Bessemer is 25c higher at the latter 
market, which reports September pig iron sales the 
largest since January. Finished and structural mills 
are two to three months behind on orders, and rail 
orders already booked insure activity far into next year. 
In order to catch up with current work the leading 
tube works mills will run Sundays hereafter. Hard- 
ware continues quite active at all leading markets. 
Among the other metals, tin, affected by the statistical 
position, broke early in the week, but firmed up with- 
out, however, regaining loss of about 1c a pound. 
Spot copper is firmer at London, while futures are 
weaker, but is unchanged and rather dull here. 





WIRE NAILS. 
There is a slight increase in the demand for wire 
nails, which are quoted at $2.45 in carload lots and 
$2.50 in smaller lots. 





CUT NAILS. 
The demand for cut nails has lately been increas- 
ing. Small lots are still listed at $2.35. 





BARB WIRE. 

The demand for barb wire is increasing, Painted 
barb wire is $2.75 in carload lots and $2.85 in smaller 
lots. Galvanized barb wire is $3.05 in carload lots and 
$3.15 in smaller lots. 





CORDAGE. 

The rope market is stiffer and higher prices gen- 
erally rule. Manila rope, basis of 7-16 in. and larger, 
is quoted at 1034c a pound—1(e rebate in large lots 
in some cases. Sisal rope is quoted at 814c to 9c per 
pound. No. 1 jute thread rope, on a basis of 14 in. 
and larger, is quoted at 614c, and No. 2 at 6c. Jute 
yarn rope, on the same basis, is quoted at 544c to 534¢ 
per pound. 





WHITE LEAD IN OIL. 
White lead in oil is firm at 614c per lb. in 500 Ib. 
lots or over, in lots of less than 500 lbs. Yc per lb. 





LINSEED OIL. 
The linseed oil market remains unchanged. City 
raw linseed oil is quoted at 65c to 66c per gallon. 





SPELTER. 

There was good demand and prices were strong at 
4lgc per lb. G. M. B. spelter was unchanged at £16 
1%s 6d per ton in London. St. Louis reported the mar- 
ket weak at 3.9214c sellers. 


BARS. 

The price of steel bars has been advanced $2 per 
ton. Some very large contracts have been closed during 
the past week for both iron and steel, the United States 
Steel Corporation alone having booked orders for steel 
bars aggregating 15,000 tons. Little material can be 
had from mills in this district for prompt shipment, 
all the independent concerns having sold their capacity 
during the period of the strike for at least two months 
ahead. We quote steel bars for immediate shipment, 
$1.75 to $1.80, Chicago, and iron, $1.70, Chicago. Out 
of store, steel and iron, 2c; on contracts for large lots 
and extended deliveries, steel, $1.65; iron, $1.60. 





SHEETS. 

The shortage in this material still continues, prac- 
tically all the business being done through jobbers. It 
will be some months before the mills can again enter 
this market, owing to the large number of unfilled 


orders that were booked prior to the strike. Prices are 
irregular, according to the size of order and stock in 


jobbers’ warehouses. We quote as follows, No. 27 black, 
$4.10 to $4.25, and galvanized, 60 per cent and 5 per 
cent from store. 





STRUCTURAL STEEL. 

There is no change from the situation reported last 
week. An enormous amount of building is being done 
in this city and contiguous territory, and a steady 
stream of orders of the smaller kind continues to come 
in. Owing to the fact that most of the mills are con- 
siderably behind in deliveries, there is a heavy demand 
from jobbers’ stock, for which premiums are willingly 
paid. We quote mill shipments, carload lots, as fol- 
lows: Beams, 15 inches and under, $1.75; 18 inches 
and over, $1.85; angles, $1.75 to $1.80; plates, $1.75, 
base; tees, $1.80; zees, $1.75; small lots from store, 
14¢ higher; beams and channels from store, %4c to 3c 
per pound higher. 





LEAD. 

Trade was lively and prices were firm on the basis 
of 43gc per pound in 50-ton lots. Exports from New 
York amounted to 600 tons; arrivals were about 500 
tons bullion from Mexico. Soft Spanish lead was un- 
changed at £12 3s 9d per ton in London. In St. Louis 
the market was firm, soft Missouri being quoted at 
$4.25@4.30 and chemical at $4.30@4.40ce. 





FINISHED FATERIAL. 

Finished material continues to rule very strong, 
structural material being in the biggest demand. Or- 
ders are already being received for material for delivery 
early next year, and, while the capacity of all the 
local mills is taxed, new business continues to exceed 
the output, thus placing the mills further behind in 
their deliveries every day.
